How to Put Away Furs and Woolen 


Garments. 


Purs and all woolen garments should 
e packed away in April, before the 
noth-miller and buffalo-beetle are ready 
o lay their eggs. When either of tliese 
reatures have once taken up their habi- 
at in either fur or wool, neither cam- 
hor, pepper, cedar-wood or tobacco 
vill drive them away, and the eggs will 
atcli out in a cedar chest or in an 
tmosphere impregnated with camphor 
nd probably with any other preventive; 
nd the grub will go on with his accus- 
omed work, perfectly satisfied with his 
urroundings. 
The beetle, howevei, 


voids all the so-called preventives and 


will not lay its eggs in any substance 
which is impregnated with them. Xeith- 
r will it select a garment in regular use 
or its purpose. If all stray woolens 
md fill's not in use are put away even 
n simple newspapers in which pieces of 
amphor gum have been laid, little 
danger may be apprehended irom the 
-adages of moths. Tliese insects especi- 
illy dislike the light of day, and are 
more likely to take up their habita- 
iou in borne old woolen garment or 
cast-off fur cape, hung up in a dark 
closet, than anywhere else. 
Having 


mce secured an abiding place, it is 
loubtful how far theii ravages will ex- 
,end. It is necessary, therefore, that a 
lousekeeper should have no -'chiUei 
jluccs" at this season. 
The closets 


should be in order, and there should lie 
10 chimp of old win 1 left in the cornels 
is an invitation to moths. Long g.ir- 
nents should be simply hung up iu a 
cottan bag made of stout, unbleached 
niislin, with pieces of camphoi or tin 
>aper pinned around, so as to insure a 
>owerful odor of the preventive. The 
nouth of such a bag should be sewed 
-ip fiinily. A long garment put away 
carefully in this way, will come out iu 
the fall without ,i single wrinkle. Small 
woolens may be sealed upiu newspapers 
ind packed away in an old whisky bai- 
rel or a cedar chest. There is probably 
no better place than a whisky keg ioi 
-his purpose. 
It is well enough to e.\- 


iinine furs that are put away, once 01 
.wice during tlie season, as the molh- 
miller lias the reputation of being ex- 
ceedingly clever 
in discovering anv 


crevices left open in the wrappings ol 
goods put away during the summer. 


It may be added that all garment 


should be thorough]} beaten before In 
ing put away so as to lid them of an, 
insect enemies who may be concealed i 
them.—_Yni> .Torfr 
Tfilninf.
